"I shall offer an amendment to 
the nuisance tax hill which would 
allow' corporations to pay off tl)eir 
coporate deb ts from undistrihut 
ed earnings i)efore b eing sub ject 
to the corporation surplus tax.” 
Vandenb erg said. 
"That will he tlie only oppor­ 
tunity the senate will have this 
session to initiate legislation to 
aid corporations unab le to meet 
their ob ligations l>ecause of this 
confiscatory t a x " 
Vandenb erg sought to delay the 
committee report on the b ill so 
that pub lic hearings could he held.

through the house without taxpay ­ 
ers b eing given an opportunity to 
b e heard,” Vandenb erg 
said.

Historic Fort W ilkins, 
on 
the 
shores of Lake Fanny Hoe in Ke­ 
weenaw county, is one of the Upper 
Peninsula's most interesting state 
parks. 
The stockades and most of the 
old buildings that 
quartered 
the 
U. S. army troops, stationed there 
in the early copper raining days 
to protect the pioneers from pos­ 
sible attacks by Indians, have been 
either well preserved 
or 
recon­ 
structed so that visitors can quickly 
sense the lure of the days long 
gone by. 
For nearly a. century Fort 
W ilkins has maintained 
a 
silent 
watch on the growth of the Kewee­ 
naw peninsula 
during the hectic 
mining days and now has seen its 
decline as the mines played out. 
Now, it views the development of 
the scenic Copper Country as a 
recreational 
region, 
which 
each 
year attracts increasing hordes of 
tourists. 
No ted fo r Scenic Beauty 
Fort W ilkins has its appeal be­ 
cause of its historic interest and 
its setting in a spot noted for its 
scenic beauty. 
In the year 1819, 
Lewis Cass was governor of the 
Mil higan territory, which included 
the present state of Wisconsin. On 


ind decided to also do some de­ 
veloping on the m ainland. 
Tempered 
by 
Lake 
Superior, 
the clim ate is ideal for vacation­ 
ing. Here the summer days and

No\ember 18 of that year, he wrote 
to the secretary of war. calling at 
tention to the copper to he obtained 
in the vicinity of Lake Superior, 
one section of the letter saying: 
“ It 
is important to examine the 
neighboring country which is said 
to be rich in mineral production.” 
He proposed a trip to the Lake 
Superior region to a river, which 
tho Indians sad “ was lined with 
copper.’’ 
In January. 1820, the sec­ 
retary of war authorized the trip, 
and in the party wore several men 
whose inspection and reports had 
much to do with the development 
that followed; such men as School­ 
craft. Houghton, Captain Douglass 
and others. 
Twelve 
years 
later 
Schoolcraft 
and 
Houghton 
were 
again there, and the treaty made 
hi 1843 settled the question of title 
action started in official circles to 
make it possible for the prospector 
to go ahead. 
leases were made, 
which at first were to contain nine 
square miles. 
Established in 1 8 4 4 
Steps were taken at once to es­ 
tablish government control, a spe­ 
cial agent was appointed for the 
Lake Superior mines, and headquar­ 
ters opened at Copper Harbor in 
the summer of 1843. In 1844. orders 
were issued to General Hugh Brady 
to establish a military post near 
Copper Harbor to supervise the re­ 
moval of the Indians from tin* terri- 
toiy that had been ceded and pro­ 
tect prospectors and settlers. 
Ih»> Indians did not make any 
trouble, however, and 
many 
of 
them had left 
the mining region 
to seek new hunting grounds. 
The 
soldiers found 
life 
comparatively 
monotonous, and when the Mexican 
war broke out they were anxious 
to share in the glory. 
The demand 
for more troops for the campaign 
brought forth the order to abandon 
F’ort W ilkins. 
Supplies left at the 
pest were soon disposed of. part of 
them later sent to Fort Brady and 
the rest sold 
Abando ned in 1 8 70 
Along in the spring of 18(57, trmi 
hie was brewing in the Canadian 
northwest. This extended along the 
shore of Lake Superior, and it w a s 
telt that troops should again occupy 
F'ort V ilkins. 
Accordingly on Sep 
tember 19. 18(57, soldiers were sent 
from Detroit to reoccupy the post. 
Fort W ilkins was again abandoned 
in 1870. 
A visit to the old fort is worth­ 
while. 
The beautiful winding 
from Houghton and Hancock car­ 
ries one by many a deserted town 
and mine.
